It was a tribute of. respect 
which even the Duke of Wetuineron did not 
command, and which, we believe,.was never 
before paid to a foreigner.

try, who, have watched his career with eager 
solicitude since the-stirting events of the East.

in the great caravan of undistinguished dead

It’ wasy doubtless, ‘in a great degree owing
